To illustrate how pipe is used in 
processing sugar cane into raw 
sugar, let's ‘take the new 5,000- 
ton Bryant sugar house built by 
Farrel - Birmingham, Ansonia, 
Conn. and Abarca, San Juan, Puer- 
to Rico for the United States 
Sugar Corporation, Clewiston, Fila. 
and engineered by Arthur G. Keli- 
er, Inc., of Baton Rouge, La. 

Surrounding this ultra-modern 
plant in Bryant; Fla. are 32,000 
acres of waving green sugar. cane 
stretching east and west around 
the southern shores of Lake Okee- 
chobee. At harvest time, the sugar 
cane ʻis cut and loaded into rail- 
road cars which.are taken to the 
sugar house and unloaded onto a 
conveyor. The conveyor carries the 
cut sugar cane to a crusher and 
grinding tandem which extracts 
the juice and sends on the bagasse 
(fiber remaining after the juice is 
extracted) to the boilers for fuel.
